Connecticut Gets an Industry 
Hoosac 


Valley Might Have Had. 


Thompsonville, Conn., has jutt been 


favored with an industry that might have 
been secured for the Hoosac Valley. 
It 


would have been an ideal one for the Zy- 
lonite plant. It is the manufacture of 
Cleveland bicycles and Mr. Lozier, whose 
name distinguishes the company,has been 
looking all over New England for a proper 
place and inducement. 
However such 


additions to a town's industry because of 
the manner of the acquirements are al- 
ways questionable. The articles of agree- 
ment which were drawn by Attorney G.B. 
Fowler for the Thompsonville board of 
trade and an attorney from Cleveland, O., 
representing the Lozier company, state 
that the company is to receive from the 
board of trade through its trustees, Willis 
Gowdy $17,500 in cash and a subscription 
from the Thompsonville water company in 
the value of $1500 to be taken either in 
pipe or water, and beside the tract of land 
known as "wool lot" the adjacent lot ex- 
tending south to School street on which 
are three tenement houses, the latter val- 
ued at |2500. The Lozier Manufacturing 
company axe to erection this property a 
brick structure forty by 200 feet, three 
stories high, and when equipped with en- 
gine, shafting, electric lights, etc., to cost 
not less than $20,000. When the Lozier 
company shall for three consecutive years 
employ not less than 150 operatives, they 
shall acquire full possession of the prop- 
erty.

He Writes a Letter That Cannot be Mis-

It was 
this same nestor of the free trade heresy 
who proclaimed to the nation in 1884 that 
one presidential term should be enough 
for any man. It was this philanthropic 
owner of "my congress" who, weeping 
over the sufferings of the poor laboring 
people, promised them good times and 
better wages in 1892. It is the identical 
sponsor of wildcat money in 1894 who in 
1895 declares for "honest money" and it is 
left for his poor, inferior subjects to pon- 
der over the deep meaning of his oracular 
effusion. What beautiful, divine simplic- 
ity surrounds the words "honest money" 
when emanating from such an honest 
party of honest principles, promises and 
performances! 


After 
the little unpleasantness of 


November it would be very desirable to 
draw -the attention of the people away 
from the tariff to the money question.

fact, it becomes a matter of expediency 
with the managers of the Democratic bur- 
lesque to have the stage carpenters shift 
the scenery frequently and to suit the 
occasion.

The work on the big reservoir in the 


Notch was begun yesterday, as stated in 
the TRANSCRIPT. There were 200 laborers 
on hand looking for a job, but only sev- 
enty-five of them could be set to work. 
About twenty teams were employed to 
begin the work, but more teams and men 
will be employed as soon as there is room 
for them, which will be very soon, prob- 
ably the end of this week. The prudential 
committee visited the Notch yesterday 
afternoon to see how the work \vas start- 
ing off, and on iheir way up they met 
fifteen or twenty men who had applied 
for work and found none, and were on 
their way home. 
All this means that 


there will be no scarcity of help in prose- 
cuting the work. 


The dam will be built of earth, with a 


"core wall," which means a wall of stone 
in the center of the earth embankment. 
The length of the dam will bo 3SO icet. 
It will be 225 feet wide at the bottom and 
twelve feet at the top, and the height will 
be sixty feet. About twelve acres of land 
will be flowed and the capacity of the 
reservoir will be ninety million gallons. 


The laborers will board at their homes. 


A large boarding shanty on the ground 
was thought of, but it wad decided that, 
on the whole,!this would be unsatisfactory- 
There would be liability of "trouble in 
camp," and the present arrangement is 
doubtless the best. The days are long 
and the men will have no trouble in get- 
ting to their work on time in the morning, 
and home at night long before dark. They 
will feel better to beat home nights and 
will be In better condition than if housed 
together in an overgrown shanty with its 
concomitance of hash and hominy, with 
an occasional jug of smuggled rum sur- 
charged with household troubles and, 
possibly, disabled laborers. 


Scribner & Smith's Circus.

AT THE TOWN OFFICE. 


French, Germans and Italians Looking For 


License Plums. 


License is still agitating the minds of 


some and every step of the census enum- 
erators is closely watched by some rum 
men who desire the thousands in the 
population to roll far above the sixteen 
limit that has restricted the number of 
saloons for the past years. There are in 
the hands of the selectmen at the present 
time applications for licenses that were 
made over a week ago. There is no know- 
ing what disposition will be made of them 
and the applicants are somewhat uneasy. 


Among the applicants are John Meade, 


Jacob Coon and Thomas Quinn, who de- 
sire a partnership. 
There are others. 


The French population are looking to the 
fulfillment of some promises and hope to 
get one of the licenses that it is expected 
will be allowed within a short time. 
Some of the French citizens expect that 
A. Bernard, a young man of character and 
ability, will be successful. 
It is under- 


stood that Peter Cumin and F. Robert 
will make an attempt to secure one of the 
license plums. 
* 


If anyone in town, outside of an enum- 


erator, knows anything about the popula- 
tion it is these men. Some of them claim 
to have inside knowledge of the number 
of inhabitants and put it at so close a 
figure as 19,500 or 19,750. 
One interested 


person says an enumerator told him the 
population will just be a little on the 
upper side of 20,000. "It does not make 
any matter," says one of the license men, 
;whether the populaticr is 19,000 or 20,- 


000, the selectmen could safely grant two 
more licenses at least and wait u.ntil some- 
thing was heard from the census L?fore 
granting 
any others." 
The 
men 


are 
confident 
that something 
will 


be done within a week about granting 
new licenses. The petition of the Father 
Mathew Temperance society will inter- 
fere with the plans of some if any atten- 
tion will be given it. The society peti- 
tions that no licenses be granted on Centre 
street. Whether the petition will be con- 
strued to mean licenses in future years or 
licenses for this year and future ones can- 
not be surmised. 


There are other nationalities besides 


those mentioned that desire recognition 
from the givers of licenses. The Germans 
believe they should be looked after and it 
is understood an Italian dreams of distinc- 
tion. 
At the regular time of license 


granting, several Germans had the saloon 
bee in then: bonnet, but all it did was 
make a noise, it gave no honey. This bee 
is buzzing again and will demand sweet 
meats or show its sting. The Italians 
point to their increasing population and 
their increased number of votes and be- 
lieve these things, especially the latter, 
must have some influence. They know 
they are going to be represented by a 
paper soon, whose object will be princi- 
pally to Americanize Italians and hold the 
forces together and from whatever en- 
couragement there is in this they speak. 
There is at present a strong society of 
Italians which was organized some time 
ago and it is expected to take a hand in 
the license fight. "L'Avennire," the 
name of the new Italian paper means the 
future, and some who are best posted 
think the Italian influence as far as licen- 
ses go is very far in the future. However, 
the more the merrier and the greater 
number of applicants the more fun and 
the more grumbling. Some applications 
for licenses will perhaps be advertised in 
a few days.

athletic victory, and he is popularly 
known as "Pop" Bussell, and is endeared ! 
to the heart of every son of Williams. He 
takes an intense interest in college athle- 
tics, and in the last issue of tie college i 
paper he has the following interesting j 
comment to make on college athletics: 
j 


"There exists, both in the college and j 


in the public outside, a strong conviction j 
that the best interests of the college de- j 
mand a radical change in the lorm of j 
athletics, if not an abolition of them alto- 
gether. We do not deny that the de- 
velopments of the past few years have 
given some justification to this sentiment; 
but the remedy for these evils does not lie 
in the direction suggested. It is a hasty 
inference to conclude that, bosause .some 
students who participate in athletics neg- 
lect their college duties, that they do so 
as a necessary consequence to their devo- 
tion to physical training. And to suppose 
that students would otherwise be more 
studious or more moral in conduct is hard- 
ly a reasonnble supposition. The'j-uth is 
that the evils ou much exploited by the 
opponents of college athletics to a very 
large extent grow out of conditions which 
either have no connection with athletics, 
or out of conditions which these forms of 
physical training and diversions go far to 
improve. And, therefore, there is more 
reason to think that the general life of 
the college is better in consequence of our 
college games than it would be without 
them. 


"Until the advocates of a discontinu- 


ance of intercollegiate games are able to 
show either that scholarship or morals 
are better in those colleges where such 
forms of athletics do not exist, or that, in 
the same colleges there was a better 
scholarship and a higher moral tone be- 
fore the introduction of athletics, or, un- 
til some good reason can be adduced to 
show that the evils which are at present 
associated with these games would be re- 
moved or lessened by their abolition—un- 
til this is done we shall abide by the con- 
viction that college athletics are a good to 
be welcomed and made an integral factor 
in the life of the college, and not an evil 
which must be endured if it cannot be 
cured." .

PROF. BASCOM ON THE INCOME TAX. 


Prof. John Bascom of Williams college 


in a letter to the Springfield Republican 
has entered an earnest protest against 
the supreme court's decision in the in< ome 
tax matter. While that decision seems to 
have settled the question for a long time 
to come, at least, and the professor's dis- 
cussion of it may seem like the reviving 
of a dead issue, yet so earnest is Proft ssor 
Bascom in his advocacy of his view sin 
the matter that they cannot fail to bu of 
interest to this community, which is well 
aware that an opinion of Dr. Bascom's 
is always an honest opinion. 


After prefacing his article by sa\ing 


that the- decision of the court is, as un- 
fVirtunate as it is inexplicable, and re- 


^ erse.u the policy of a hundred years, th.ns 
••hutting off adequate reform in ouv "bad 
vstfin of taxation,"Dr. Bascom says: 
'J tie wtV'ls on which this rendering, is 


made to turn are: "Direct .faxes shall be 
apportioned l among the several states 
which may be ineludCa within this Union, 
according to their respective numbers." 
What was meant by direct taxes came up 
early for consideration i!796, 3 Dallas 
171). 


Certainly the supreme court was then 
prepared to speak with much more defi- 
nitenefes than we possibly can be as to the 
current apprehension of the words "dhect 
taxes." 
We project back upon them 


meanings that have be.en slowly acquiied. 
The court rendered them in view of tteir 
immediate force. The case under discus- 
sion was the imposition of a tax on car- 
riages. The decision of the court was 
unanimous. The opinions rendered show 
plainly that there was present at the 
time, neither in the minds of the judges 
nor in the general mind, any adequate 
test of direct taxes as contrasted with in- 
direct ones, or any enumeration of the 
two. 
This is less surprising, for some- 


thing of the same confusion still remains. 
To raise, therefore, the question of 1he 
meaning of words at this distance of time, 
in the fare of weighty, coherent and har- 
monious practice in every department of 
the go\ernpient, and to decide that we 
are better judges of what was intenoed 
than those personally familiar with the 
fact-*, is action on the part of the supreme 
lO'.irt \ci-.i unintelligible.

rect taxes, in the form accepted by the 
court as apportioned between the states, 
are no longer possible. The violence done 
to public opinion and to justice by sue h 
an apportionment is too great to make it 
admissible. No power is more essential 
to any government than its power, under 
any and all circumstances, to command a 
revenue. It is the very condition of its 
existence, and is, in free governments, the 
greatest point of danger. 
The earlier 


union of the states fell to pieces chiefly 
from this want of power in taxation, and 
the same want of power was the chi':f 
weakness disclosed by the war of 1S12. 


Indirect taxes, which are now made tlie 
exclusive resource of the United States, 
are, taken by themselves, especially un- 
manageable. They are most abundant in 
times of prosperity, most deficit in adver- 
sity. They make the resources and the 
expenditures of the state unreliable and 
irregular; superfluity passing into want, 
and vnint into superfluity; prodigality 
leading to parsimony, and j.arsimony to 
prodigality. 


But by far the worst consequence of this 


decision is that it has rendered, any gen- 
eral improvement in our system of taxa- 
tion, any appioach to justice, impossible. 
We are doomed to drag on in methods 
iiio.-t irritating and unequal; and this at .1 
time when tiie leading nations of i^urope 
are engaged in a careful and conscientious 
coneetion o! taxation, cautiously 
nn<l 


slowly transferring its burdens to th" 
points of strength. 


In any movement with this object i:i 


\ i e w . the euuali/.ation of burdens,—an 
income tax. :••> in England, has been found 
,in essential iVature. 
It is at once th< 


IIK.-.IjiHt an 1 the most manageable of 
ta.\ts. and an indispensable concomitant 
of those difficult changes by which thi 
different parts of an improved system arc 
admitted to cut h other. 


The supreme court ha« done what ii 
could do to fasten upon us a most unequal 
distribution of burdens, and one, from it* 
association with protection, enhancing ii. 
many obscure ways the growing division 
between classes. If it had been the purpose 
of the court to lay the foundations of « 
plutocracy it could not have done its 
work more skilfully. We, as a democracy, 
instead of finding the way open for us into 
wiser, more equal and more kindly rela- 
tions, are rudely forced back into methods 
which the nations of Europe are ready to 
discard.

Grec.ii Clay Smith, soldier, preach- 


c™ and prohibitionist, died at Washington 
Saturday of malignant carbuncle on the 
neck, directly over the spinal column. 
llc\\as not quite sixty-three years old, 
h n iiif been born at Richmond, Ky., July 
2, 1S."2, the sen of a member of congress 
who occupied in his life several other 
public positions. He was named after 
his grandfather. Green Clay, of the same 
extensive southern family to which Henry 


* Clay a.".d Ca.ssi;,-, M. Clay belonged, lie 


s.-rved in the Mi.vican war, and was one 
of the foremost rnion men of Kentucky 
in the years of strife preceding the civil 
TVar. He was elected to the Kentucky 
legislature in 1S3!», and in the ensuing ses- 
sion of that body contributed his utmost 
endeavors against the secession paity. 
Eirly in ISfil he enlisted for home defense 
fir three months and then accepted an 
appointment as major in the Third cavalry 
and served under Rosecrans. He was 
nude brigadier general of volunteers June 
1'., 18G2, wasossigned to the Fourth brigade 
of cavalry under Bosecrans, and won a 
stout fight against.Gen. N. B. Forrest in 
March, 1863, for which he was breveted 
major-general.; While in the field Gen. 
Smith was nominated for congress as a 


Republican, and resigned his military 
commission December 1,1863. He served 
two terms in congress. In 1864 he was 
talked of as a Republican candidate for 
vice-president and was oniy defeated by a 
half vote in convention. In 1866 he re- 
signed from congress to accept the ap- 
pointment of governor of Montana, tend- 
ered him by President Johnson, and he 
served until 1869. Then began Green Clay 
Smith's second career as a minister of the 
gospel, for he resigned his governorship 
and was ordained and became pastor of 
the Baptist church at Frankfort, Ky. He 
was, however, drawn aside from the min- 
istry so far as to allow himself to be nom- 
inated for president by the Prohibition 
party convention at Cleveland in 1876; his 
popular vote was 9522. 


The National Republican convention of 


1896Jwill enunciate the principles of pro- 
tection of American industry.

GREENFIELD BANK'S ECONOMY 


A Reduction of Dividends Causes Some 


Surprise. 


There was considerable surprise in 


Greenfield yesterday when it 
became 


known that the First National bank had 
issued a circular letter to its stockholders 
giving notice that it had been decided to 
reduce the annual dividends. There will 
be some surprise in this town also because 
of the bank's interest here. The circular 
reads as follows: "For twenty-seven and 
one-half years the dividends paid by this 
bank have been at the rate of 12 per cent. 
per annum, from which the stockholders' 
tax, averaging nearly 2! per cent., has 
been deducted. In the past the bank has 
been able to pay this rate of dividend and 
at the same time add something to its un- 
divided profits account, but banking, in 
common with business of other kinds, is 
now done at a less profit than formerly, 
and the margin left after paying the divi- 
dend is small. Your directors therefore 
af.er due consideration have decided that 
while the earnings of the bank for the 
past six months have been sufficient to 
pay a 6 per cent dividend, it is for the best 
interests of the bank the dividend rate be 
reduced and have today declared a divi- 
dend of 4 per cent, payable July 1." It is 
expected that this rate will be continued, 
thi bank paying the stockholders' tax in 
addition instead of deducting it from the 
dividend as heretofore.
